Discourage¬ 
ment, debt aud the covetousuess of a || 
other nations characterized the condi¬ 
tions under which the fouudera of this 
republic started out to establish a free 
government by the |a*ople ami for the 
Maple. 

The progress of our people on nil line* 
of civilization and Christianity has 
astonished the world, and as if in ful¬ 
fillment of the liclief of many that we 
are the chosen people of the Most High, 
discoveries have Ih*cu made that prove 
that on the surface atid in the depths of 
the earth of this continent are resources 
far surpassing in richuess those of any 
other territory on the glob** 

Yes. the progress of our people HAS 
been of a sort to astonish tbe world, for 
we have demonstrated thnt a “demo¬ 
cratic” government can be maintained 
and yet the same conditions brought 
about as under one of the ohl style mon¬ 
archies—that Is. a few of tin* p<*oide can 
get the best of the mob and become 
wealthy and powerful through legal 
plundering. After over a hundred years 
of this great democratic experiment we 
have “astonished the world" by show¬ 
ing that the democracy—where it is 
merely limited to the democracy or the 
ballot—even makes an Improved field 
for investment, so that the rich iu moil- 
archial countries like to invest their 
money here to secure its increase. Our 
great experiment up to date has result¬ 
ed In 1 per cent, of the people owning 
over half of the wealth, whieli is a fine 
tiling for Mrs. l/4ignn to brag iiImiiii! 

Not until we have an industrial democ- 
rnev ns well as a political democracy 
will tbe people get relief front the com¬ 
mercial cnnuiltalism that is eating them 
alive. Not until we abolish the profit 
system as our forefathers abolished 
kiug-crnft. will we be any more free 
than the people are in the countries of 
the old world. 

Chnttanoouga. Teiin.. July J. .T. 
Hntmnhau. grand master of the United 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen of 
America, who is visiting here, said to¬ 
day: “Tbe Bock Island route is one of 
great roads that is thoroughly in touch 
with the workings of locomotive firemen 
and the greatest friendship exists 1m*- 
twocn the officials of tfie road and their 
employes." 

This thing of the railroads and their 
employes tieing in TOUCH is not new. 
The employes have been so successfully 
touched these many years thnt they are 
poor, while the “touchers" are fabulously 
rich. And th y have been “in touch" on 
some extra notable occasions, too. Just 
remember the A. It. U. strike. When 
the “plncker” and the “plnckee” are 
“friends” the Yankee eagle screams its 
shrillest note of conquest! 

Then* is one class of people who would 
lose l»y having Socialism inaugurated— 
the society butter|iies who use their 
capitalistic papas* jM*nnies iu doling out 
“charity” to the people who are issir 
because those self-same papas are rich. 
They would lose the chance of having 
their pictures printed^ in the Sunday 
papers as “henefiicrors" of the people, 
and that would he just terrible. Indeed, 
it would! _ 

The machinery intnwlured into the 
factories and mills of Massachusetts the 
past twenty-five years does the work of 
riO.OOO.tMN) ’men. But the men who have 
been thus relieved of work have not got¬ 
ten the benefit of it. On the contrary, 
some have been driven to suicide, some 
into trampdom. and others have taken 
care of their “homes" while their wives 
and hollies went into the great industrial 
“prisons” as machine tenders. And still 
tin* capitalistic papers prate nbout the 
home being the bulwark of our Ameri¬ 
ca 11 liberties! _ 

It is n ln.nl thing to advise others to 
run tin* risk of arrest, yet we Isdieve that 
the only way tlic people of this country 
can be made to *«*<• the iniquity of the 
capitalistic injunction i* through the peo¬ 
ple whom it molests treating it with con¬ 
tempt—and paying the penalty. Mother 
Jones is having a taste of martyrdom in 
West Virginia just now, hut those who 
know her know that she will gladly go to 
prison if it will hasten the day of tin* 
overturn of the arbitrary aggression of 
the courts oil the liliertles Of the people. 
And the same valiant spirit is shown by 
others as well. , _. . , ... 

Secretary Wilson of the T tilted Mines 
Workers, who has been enjoined by 
Judge Keller, i* one of them.

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The platform of the Sticinl Democratic party declares in favor of the collective 
ownership of all the means of productiou ami distribution: namely, the land, 
mines, mills, factories, and pnslnetive machinery, for the pur]Mist* of operating in¬ 
dustry iu the interest of the whole |H*ople. 

This involves a complete change in the organic structure of government. 

The present government is based upou private property and is essentially co¬ 
ercive, the vital function beiug to protect the interests of the owning and rul¬ 
ing elnss. and to keep their victims in subjugation. 

When productive capital becomes common property, government will Ik* pure¬ 
ly administrative,- und will cease to Is* unjust and oppressive. The owning class 
iu the present, as in nil past ages, is necessarily the ruling elnss. nnd nil legis¬ 
lation is enacted and interpreted in the interest of said class. 

Political equality under the present system is simply a myth. The wage¬ 
worker whose employment is controlled hy his industrial master, and who in tliut 
relation, is nt the mercy of his master, since he depeuds upon his arbitrary will 
for tbe op|H»rtiiiiity to Inlior and supiiort his futility, is not on term* of political 
<*qunlity with his master. Political equality is rooted in economic freedom, mid 
only when the means of productiou shall have become the common property of 
all, ns they have been produced hy all. are used hy all ami are necessary to all, 
otily then will jioliticiil «>quulity prevail and all men and women enjoy equal 
rights and equal opjHjrtiinitics. 

In other words, n political republic nud an economic despotism are incompati¬ 
ble and in ceaseless couHict and both must become one or the other. 

The Social Democratic party proposes to establish industrial democracy, bused 
upon co-oporntive industry, thus converting the present bogus Into n genuine re¬ 
public. It should be understood thnt the party proposes to increase and not di¬ 
minish the production of wealth; that it proposes to secure and not to destroy 
the right of private property. Capital, only, in its various forms, is to he owned in 
common, aud instead of having counties* capitalists at war with each other iu 
an insane strife for profit, there will lie but one capitalist, and that the pi*oplc 
iii their collective capacity. Kent, interest and profit, three form* of exploita¬ 
tion. will In* totally eliminated. Production will Ik* carried forward for use ami 
not for profit. The traffic iu labor, that is to say, human beings, men, women and 
children, their purchase aud sale uixni a weekly or monthly installment plan, * 
will cense. 

The work day will 1 m* reduced in proportion to the progicss of invention aud 
every imui will have tin* iuh< rent right to employment and to tin* full product of 
his labor, and the socially due share of each will 
constitute the private property of the producer. 

This is the goal of tin* Social Democratic party of

The city should maintain 11 permanent 
animal show at one of the parks thnt 
would Ik* a delight to tin* children of 
tin* city ami have its educational side as 
wall. 

To defeat the compulsory school law 
iu Illinois certuiu ]MH»r families, who 
needed the earnings of the children, haw 
been making it a practice to marry off 
the children at the age of 12. How kind 
is capitalism! 

Seventy per cent, of the employes of 
the tobacco trust are women and chil¬ 
dren. Women are good enough for Yan¬ 
kee wage slavery, hut they arc not good 
enough for citizenship under capitalism. 
They will lie only emancipated through 
Socialism. 

More men are killed in a year on the 
railroads than in a big war. and their 
families get no pensions, either. Under 
Socialism the railroad* would belong to 
the |MMiplc. aud human life would he 
sacred. 

The English trade union is ingress will 
he held ill Ixiudoti this year during the 
month of September. Justice of l«oudoti 
says the event appear* to Is* awakening 
less interest than ever. “That this is so is 
undoubtedly due to the efforts which the 
congress itself and its Purl in ment ary 
committee have made to deprive the 
proceedings of all interest. \\ In 11 . some 
twelve or thirteen year* ago. Socialists 
endeavored to put a little life and move¬ 
ment into the congress they were so far 
snccesuful that they not only got Sia-ial- 
ist resolutions adopted, nnd gave a 
freshness and new interest to the pro¬ 
ceedings of the congress, but they suc¬ 
ceeded iu enhancing its status and con¬ 
siderably increasing the number of its 
constituent*. There was a ]M»ssihility 
then of the trades congress and its 
Parliamentary committee taking up the 
position whieh should rightly have been 
theirs, and rallying round them the 
whole working-class movement. But the 
pace was t«si fast for the old* Parlia¬ 
mentary hands, nnd they put the skid 
on the wheel. The result is that for 
several years the congress has been de¬ 
clining ill Importance. When the ques¬ 
tion of trades federation was upper¬ 
most, the Parliamentary committee hail 
n great opportunity of linking together 
till the trade nnlon organizations, with 
itself as the central Inidy of tin* federa¬ 
tion. Thin opportunity it neglected, and 
let what should have been its hmdne** 
drift into other hands. In other mat¬ 
ters the same thing has happened, and 
thus the trade union movement has 
l>een weakened hy division and diffusion 
of effort where there should have been 
concent ration und consolidation.

Are you an on-looker, or a brother In the 
tight V Is the militant Socialist move¬ 
ment in this country a sort of grand con¬ 
tinuous performance show which glad* 
liens your heart and afford* you pleasure 
to sit in the balcony, ami applaud?

It wasn't the on-looker* 
who Hooded the troops during the Span¬ 
ish-American war with hooks and papers. 
It wasn't tin* on-lookers who supplied 
the men on the battleships with Socialist 
literature, who got literature to factory 
workers hy poking it through the barred 
windows, or who made house to house 
canvasses. The 011 -lnoker merely looked 
on!

“Much has been written lately con¬ 
cerning the importance of providing for 
old age, and even middle age. In some 
of tin* trade unions it ha* lieen said that 
there i* no longer any place for the man 
■ *ver 40. While this is an exaggerated 
statement, it is each year more appar¬ 
ent that not only the lalMiring man, hut 
the mau employed in skilled trades, iu 
shops ami in factories must liKik for¬ 
ward to an early retirement.” 

The itlMive is an admission by the Mil¬ 
waukee Sentinel that tin* workman who 
gets old must expect the poor house or 
charity iu order to remain in the world. 
And it is not an "exaggerated statement" 
that men over 40 are lieing retired hy 
their employers. The railroads are do¬ 
ing it, ami others us well. It is th” 
brutality of capitalistic society toward 
those who make its wealth. So fierce 
is its vampirism toward the working class 
that the workers are exhausted at -lo¬ 
an age supposed to mean tin* prime of 
life: the time when the powers of man 
are at their best. This government even 
provides that no man run Ik* President 
who is not over .'IT* years of age. on the 
theory that a man is not at his Ivst 
until he. approaches the fortieth milestone 
of his life. That the work-slave is worn 
out before that time shows that he is 
being doubly exploited hy the master 
class. There is no escajH* for the “old" 
man bu: Socialism. 

According to the acting governor of 
Luzon, 100,000 of tin* inhabitants of that 
province have perished hy war, disease 
or hunger, since the beginning of the 
war of couquest waged by this country. 
*B»it as we are assured hy our capital¬ 
istic* statesmen that the people of that 
part of the world are “incapable of self- 
government,” they are better dead, of 
course!

The trouble with the people thus 
injured is that they an* jMior and there¬ 
fore not influential. What docs society 
rare for their well being, what has it 
cared these many years that tin* nuisance 
has been ]M>miittt*d? If such an o|k*ii 
sewer existed anywhere near the hunk¬ 
er*’ and capitalists' residences of (irand 
n\cnue or Prospect avenue and the play¬ 
grounds of the children of the wealthy 
class, the newspaper* would prim pages 
11 Unit it und the authorities tumble all 
over each other iu their haste to suppress 
if. But tin* darlings of the |HHir ought 
to Ui entitled to as much consideration 
ns the darlings of the rich, if not more, 
aud as they will have to go into the fac¬ 
tories. the rich ought to he interested ir 
the preservation of their health, so the) 
may he in working condition. 

The mob have a habit of thiiikiug that 
tbe rich an* rich because they are a wry 
superior elnss mentally to tin* rest of hu¬ 
manity. They do not realize that it is 
usually luck that phtys the leading part 
iu shaping the big fortunes—luck and 
greed and contempt for the rights of oili¬ 
er*. Many a rich man is an ignorant 
man. The (Senium Kaiser found this out 
during the recent visit of l'icrpont Mor¬ 
gan. He found that outside of money 
and the games of greed. Morgan was a 
shallow, uninformed mortal. “I can't 
see where he ha* had s really great 
idea." the monarch was fnrrod to ob¬ 
serve after Morgan's visit. He found 
that he did not know anything of the 
science of political economy, or of the 
development of nations, or, most of all. 
of the “stupendous question" of Social¬ 
ism. And Morgan is like many other 
financiers. Yet. he prospers! 

Elli* 1'sher in the Milwaukee Journal 
claims that La Follette will get liijssi 
Social Democratic votes, which shows 
that the politicians have not learned lo 
cease aplviug their own standards to «iur 
party. They ruunoi imagine any body 
of men purtinpatiug iu politic* from 
principle und the promptings of genuine 
patriotism. Polities with them i* a 
game, as much a game as the stock ex¬ 
change or secret societies or any other 
of the ways in whieh toieu strive to reap 
personal mercenary advantages. Social 
Democrats are not in politics for pie, 
hut for the purpose of massing enough 
strength to capture the political power 
so as to he in a position to dethrone 
capitalism and hasten the co-operative 
commonwealth. This being so, the littl.• 
pill-head lax reform of a professional 
politician of the La Follette strijM* will 
draw no Socialist away from the Social 
Democratic party banner.

\Ve do not publish this to tantalize the 
editor of the New York Worker, blit as 
an item of news, showing the nuturnS 
tendency of public ownership. 

That mine horror at Johnstown. Pa., 
simply could not have happened under 
Socialism, for hmmiu life would be too 
sacredly guarded. Machine* would do 
most of the mining, explosives would 
n».t be stored where human lives would 
be placed in jeopardy, faulty lantern* 
would not have to be use*I to save ex- 
pense. and so*on. We pay a big price 
in li 11111 h 11 life and human d<**pair for the 
privilege of living under the robber 
capitalist system. But the capitalist* 
think it is a good thing for them, so it 
goes. 

Much of the effort of Socialists these 
days is expended iu the work of giv¬ 
ing the people a correct idea of what 
Socialism really Is. nud clearing up the 
wrong ideas thnt have lieen given of it 
by the capitalist press. We have yet to 
see the man who condemns Socialism 
when once he has a correct understand¬ 
ing of it. As it i* to the interests of 
nil men to know nlsuit It. the effort of 
tbe capitalist press to give false idea* 
of it i* nothing short of criminal. 

Those private coaches that tbrony the 
fashionable avenue*, glistening black in 
the free snulight. stand n* emblems Of 
labor wronged nud labor robbed. They 
are maintained at the cost of n de¬ 
graded and impoverished working class. 
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The capitalists wh«. look so meek und 
saintly and “res]ieet.ibis” ut the same 
time that they are skinning the public, 
got an unmasking in Cleveland the other 
day. The mayor appeared in the meet¬ 
ing of the aldermen aud said thnt $5000 
had been offered an tlderuiau for his 
vote, by a ror|Mimtion. and he had ad¬ 
vised him to take it, *0 a* to expose the 
attempt to_ corrupt legislation. Then 
one Aid. Kohl arose, pale and excited, 
and exhibited $2000 in hills, whieh had 
beeu given him for his vote bv the gas 
company, through one Dr. llnykin. The 
latter was arrested. The mayor said 
other aldermen had “gas money” iu 
their pockets. This is capitalist politics, 
the thing the people tote for! And it 
serves them right that they get what 
they vote for, t«M». 

One objection we have to the postoffice 
kind of Socialism is that those drawing 
the largest salaries do the least work.— 
Sheboygan Volksblntt. 

We uiau object to that fact, but such 
a state of things is iue table while the 
postal system is muting •: by men whose 
ideas an* ruled by the present capital¬ 
istic code of commercial justice, nnd so 
onr objection will not muil. This does 
not alter the fact, however, that the 
postoffiee. owned by the country nnd 
managed bv the people's representatives, 
is a step iu advance of other activities 
owned l»y profit-hungry’ •npltnllsts and 
managed for profit instead of for utility, 
as Brother Saltiel must admit. In spite 
of all the canitalistie rascalities con¬ 
nected with the iMistal system, the fact 
remains that it treats its employes better 
than private businesses do. mid that it 
docs so U'caiise of TH?] NATURE OF 
ITS OWNERSHIP. 

We have already called attention to 
the fact that the matter of (toliticaily 
educating the masses, since the Denver 
labor conventions declared for Socialism, 
has lieen taken away from the subsid¬ 
ized capitalist press and is now beiug 
done-mid done right-by the Labor pres*. 
Here is a clipping from the Kiindou 
(British Columbia) Puystrenk. that is a 
very good sample of the way they are 
going at it. in the breezy style of west¬ 
ern journalism: 

“Conservatives lit Canada and Republi¬ 
can* In the ('tilted States have been true 
to false principle*. Liberals In Cnnailu and 
Democrats Iu the I'nltcil State* have been 
false to true principles. Ibuh parties In Imth 
countries are in th** ha ml* of men who are 
corrupt. Liberty 1* dothrotied by the tua- 
elilm* of monopoly and corporate greed. 
Equality and justice Is lost In the shuttle; 
lalKtr Is worked as a loci by tin* political 
boss and discarded like a dirty deuce when 
the ballot box Is closed. Once let the 
workmen of the world conn* to know that 
the wealth of the worid Is theirs by In¬ 
herent right, ami the game Is half won. 
It only remain* then to step Iii and take 
possession, to nationalize the railways, the 
mine* and the smelters and give to the la¬ 
borer the product of Ills labor.” 

Morgan wants to control the shipping 
on the Atlantic ocean, hi us to squeeze 
all the profit into his own coffers. The 
cftpitMlists are already practically in con¬ 
trol of the great lakes. Only tin* big 
boats can do a paying business now-a- 
days, and the little hunt* are fast going 
t«i the “bom* yard.” The lakes art* 
owned bv the government and art* free 
for anyone to use, but as long as the 
present system hist* the capitalists me 
in control of the situation. But then 
we ought to be glrnl that tbe lakes arc 
publicly instead of privately owned. If 
the latter was the case, our cities would 
be charger] for their drinking water. 

Mayor Arnes of Minneapolis, who stands 
a good chalice of leaving his term ill of¬ 
fice for one in the state prison, was first 
elected Mayor as a Democrat. Then af¬ 
ter three terms he turned Republican mid 
was again elected mayor, tin* “solid aud 
leading business men voting for him.” 
we an* told. Hi* was talked of even for 
vice president of the United Staten ami 
if fortune had happened to favor him 
In* might be holding Roosevelt's job to¬ 
day. honored by all the fellow’* who think 
n public official is something sacred. 
Ames stands as a good specimen of botji 
tin* Republican and Deumrutir wings of 
the capitalist party, the kind of politi¬ 
cian who can fool his laborers as long ns 
they are induced to keep away from 
Socialism by designing labor leaders. 

Congress passed a law to do away with 
“eighths" beer keg* “to please the brew¬ 
ing interests.” The ones who were 
pleased, mnl who “greased" the wheels 
of Congress so ns to get the legislation 
through, were the big brewers. It will 
force some of tile little breweries out 
of business. This is merely one little in¬ 
cident tending to show how the capita list 
system is eating itself up mid concen¬ 
trating itself toward the point where the 
people will Ik* able to step in and tuke 
IKissesskm. 

The Toh*do telephone girl* are out on 
strike and through it the public learned 
that they had been working for from 
$12 to $30 a month, the most of them 
getting £1-. nud having to work twelve 
hours a day. seven days a week, with 
long hours on Sunday*, while their capi¬ 
talistic master* were at the fashionable 
churches or driving on the boulevards in 
♦heir autos. Now. it i* simply impossi¬ 
ble for a girl to live iu a city on $3 a 
week aud wear decent clothes, and no 
one knows it better than the employers 
of these sc'f-saine girls. 

From Hamilton, O., come* mi appeal 
from a young man who wants to locate 
where there i* more “luck” than in his 
home city. He says he earns a living, 
but “can't seem to do any better than 
that.” 

The man who i* “luck" hunting—who 
expects to improve hi* condition in life 
by accident—will probably die poor. 

Thus saith the St. I^mis World, ami 
we notice that the above item is now 
going the rounds of the press. The 
World is certainly wrong. No man to¬ 
day. under the rule of machine produc¬ 
tion nnd the wage system, can get a 
chance to live a decent, well-muuded life 
by mere work alone. If be manage*, by 
self-denial, to save nuytbiug, a case of, 
sickness will probably come along to eat' 
up his M rings, and the fact will Ik* much 
worse if he is married. The workers to¬ 
day are poor: their only chance of get¬ 
ting ahead is by luck huutiug, by specu¬ 
lation. 

Coal is up to $7.50 a ton in New York, 
and the coal trust is said to have already 
*<*ooped in $50,000.(100 in profits thus far 
this year, with the coal strike ns its ex- 
ense for an additional squeeze of the 
IMMipIe. Aud the miners who are under¬ 
going slow starvation to carry on their 
strike for living condition*—their agony 
foruishes these human profit-fiends with 
the pretext for their increased brigand¬ 
age. 
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WHY EMPEROR WILLIAM GROANS. 

The following, which we take from 
recent review of the politic* of (ierumuy 
by von Sehierbraml, the chief correapou 
dent of the Associated I'reus at Merlin, 
will not Ik* news to German-American* 
who keep posted on European conditions, 
but to others it gives a very good idea 
of the force of Social Democracy where 
the worker* bund themselves together 
to protect each other and to d 
maud relief from capitalistic op¬ 
pression. When monarehies are put tc 
their wits* end* to know how to deal 
with elas* conscious labor we have a su; 
gestiou of what will happen when the 
workers of this country, with its free 
voting system, are all pledged to true 
brotherhood. Here is what von Schier- 
brand said: 

“It must in* remembered." says von 
Sehierbrand. "that in tiermany ihe S»»- 
cialists an* the great bulk of tin* meeliau- 
ics, sk lied labor and the ln*st of the 
whole laboring population, and that -they 
are quiet, law-abiding, peaeeable folk. 
These Socialists polled at the last gen¬ 
eral election about 2,l7(UNNl votes, which 
is about twice the voting strength of 
any other political party in the empire. 
Yet so unreasoning and unreasonable is 
the antipathy of the Kaiser to this large 
fraction of the nation that lie referred 
to them in a throne speech as a ‘horde 
of men unworthy to hear the name of 
Germans.' lie has on many other occa¬ 
sions insulted these men and their fami¬ 
lies in the grossest and most unjust 
manner, and he had frequently provoked 
them in a most despicable way. He has 
harangued regiments, telling them that 
it would Ik* their duty if there ever was 
another popular uprising to shoot‘down 
the rioters, even if thetr own mothers, 
fathers, brothers and sisters were among 
them. And his courts sentence some of 
tliese same SoHalists, when they have 
said something not quite to the Kaiser** 
liking, to term* in prison during which 
mahy have died. This hatred is con¬ 
stantly whetted ami heightened by some 
of his irresponsible advisers and cronies, 
amt it forms one of the chief hindcrance* 
in Germany to a more liiK*raI political 
era. For the Kaiser needs only to lie 
told that some projected measure is 
likely to strengthen the Socialist party 
to condemn that measure. At the root 
of the paramount intinemt* of that old 
fossil of mediaeval times, the so-called 
Conservative party in Prussia, lies noth¬ 
ing more or less than the Kaiser's fear 
of a popular uprising under Socialist 
leadership. For Germany this is most 
deplorable, since it hinders all Miticul 
progress, and has weakened liberal po¬ 
litical aspirations and movements enor¬ 
mously. .... 

"Intimately ullicd with Ins Incessant 
fear of the Socialist party is the Kaisers 
blind confidence in his army. Yet at 
least 30 per rent of the army is com¬ 
posed of the sons of Socialists, thorn- 
selves usually already confirmed in that 
faith. Of the petty officers, too, many 
are Socialists, or sympathisers with 
them. There is little doubt that if an¬ 
other political or social revolution 
should occur iu Gerniany—the chance 
of such a thing is very small—the army 
would not plnv tin* part of a blind in¬ 
strument in drowning such an uprising 
in a deluge of blood.**

Quite a crowd was 
hand and the judge began by apply¬ 
ing his discussion to his favorite theuie, 
thnt of socialistic niiarcby(!l His conver¬ 
sation showed that he had been tuking 
lessons of such Anarchists as Delis, Alt- 
geld and Way laud, the ‘one boss’ phil¬ 
osopher. 

"He stated that the people were prej¬ 
udiced against Socialism or any teacher 
or Socialist paper. He asserted that the 
people learned all of their Socialism 
from Republican and Democratic teach¬ 
ers who had nothing but a sneer or word 
of sarcasm for the Socialist doctrine, 
and therefore they, the blind, were igno¬ 
rantly led by the blind, and hence the 
present attitude is ope of blindness and 
ignorance. He demanded of his audi- 
ence that they honestly Mid earnestly i 
seek to learn whether the elements of 
truth are contained in the teachings of 
Socialism. He said that lie had accom¬ 
plished more than he expected if he xuc- 
eeded in getting the major part of his 
audience to evfii investigate the ques¬ 
tion. Among other tilings lie said the 
Socialist* did not advocate the purchase 
of the railroads and private property, 
hut would simple take possession. .Capi¬ 
talists would Id* done away with, but 
whether they are to he slaughtered or 
Iriveu into the sen he did not say. 

"His address was not alone to Mr. 
Field and very few personal remarks 
were hurled at the paid listener. This 
iisappoiiited the crowd, who expected 
to see a wordy war with perhaps a few 
knockdowns liefore the meeting ended." 

Tin* same capitalist paper made tlu* 
following editorial comment: "At the 
rate of $2.00 an hour Robert G. Field 
managed to sit it out while Judge Hark¬ 
uess administered Socialism from his 
own viewpoint. Mr. Field lias nlwavs 
been considered a itinn with an iron 
nerve, and it was believed by his friends 
that he could withstand the ordeal until 
the Soeiulist party hechiuc bankrupt, but 
his stoinaeli was out of order and he had 
to quit after three hours of awful ag¬ 
ony." 

It is. of course, too bad that human 
nature is so corrupted by capitalism that 
even s? serious nud so important n sub¬ 
ject as Socialism must Is* administered 
to them ill circus-like doses, blit the So¬ 
cialist* have to deni with conditions as 
they are, aud should not he blamed.

IN COURT. 

Ask* Her to Oet otl the Earth. 

“tou tiro not u citizen of West Vir- 
ginia. \\ by do you not stay where you 
belong, instead of mining to our state 
wJ lt i P i U * , .* pon * , * e umo,, n the miners? 
\\ hat business have you here?” thun¬ 
dered Judge Jackson from the bench. 

These remarkable wonts were launched 
at Mother Jones the other day when 
she faced the capitalistic judge of the 
coal region at the little court mom at 
Parkersburg, \\\ Y„. But the white- 
haired patriot for the people was equal 
to the ocrusioii. 

“Judge," softly replied Mother Jones 
and every lawyer aim each member of 
the crowd that thronged the court 
room, hung upon her every utterance. 
“1 am a citizen of the l uited .States, 
and ns such 1 think 1 have the right 
to come to West Virginia or wherever 
my duty may call me." 

AH day Thursday “Molher" Jones was 
on the stand at the United States court, 
ami she was subjected to one of the most 
rigid examinations that has ever been 
henrd here. But never for nil instant 
did she lose he.* quiet mid dignified 
demeanor, nor did the questions of the 
district attorney confuse her in the 
least. 

On the other hand, says the I*nrkers- 
burg Daily News, she was one of the 
shrewdest witnesses that ever took the 
stand at United States court mid from 
the time she was called in the morning 
until late in the evening it wns a verit¬ 
able battle of brains, and "Mother" 
Jones was not always worsted. The 
court room was crowded mid the old 
silver-hnired woman won many friends 
by her sweet, dignified manner and 
shrewdness with which she met every 
ouestiou of the attorneys. When the 
day wns over she was visibly worn out 
aud it wns with a sigh of deep relief 
that she left the witness stand. 

The examination »«f "Mother" Jones 
wns in many ways a treat that those 
who heard it will not soon forget. Her 
story was straight forward, hut in ninny 
places her love for the miners 
drought out the pathetic /side of 
the trouble, while again, on sev¬ 
eral occasions, the court room was 
in a roar of laughter at some 
witty repart ee between the witness 
and United States Attorney Blizzard.
